CURRENT QUARANTINE MEASURES. 

[From the VerSfEentlicliungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheitsamtes, Berlin, April 4, 1907.] 

Belgium. — March 14 and 15. Ministerial order putting into effect 
articles 1 to 4 of order of April 5, 1897, for arrivals from Siam and 
Chile. Such arrivals shall be treated in same manner as arrivals 
from Argentina are now treated. 

Russia. — March 19. The Commission for Combating Plague 
declares the cities of Kobe, Osaka, and Wakayama in Japan, Alex- 
andria in Egypt, and Niuchwang in China free from plague. 

Spain. — March 16. Sydney, Australia, declared plague infected 
since January 29.
